Chief Justice Robertson. 
After administering the oath of office to 
Gov. LESIIE at Frankfort, yesterday, Judge 
GEORGE ROBERTSON announced to the large 
assemblage present his resignation of the 
office of Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, the duties of which he has 
discharged long and energetically. 
This is an event in the judicial his- 
tory of Kentucky which deserves more 
than a passing notice. The distinguished 
character of Judge Rospertson, his na- 
tional fame and his extended public service 
will justify a brief sketch of his life. 
Greorce Ropertrson is of Irish ex- 
traction, being descended froma parentage 
that emigrated from the North of Ireland 
to the Colony of Virginia about the year 
1737. His father, ALEXANDER RoBERY- 
son, and his mother, MARGARET RoBLNsON, 
the offspring df exiles from the same quar- 
ter of the Emerald Isle, soon after joining 
their fortanes in Virginia immigrated to 
what was then the Kentucky wilderness, 
arriving at a little place called Gordon 
Springs, in Garrard county, on December 
#4, of the hard winter” of 1779, near 
which spot they permanently settled, and 
built the first brick house in Kentucky.” 
ALEXANDER RoBERTSON was himself a 


with his fellow-citizens. In 1792 he was 
elected by the people the first sheriff of 
Mercer county—having previously (in 1788) 
been a Kentucky member of the Virginia 
Federal Convention. He died in 1802. 
His wife, the mother of the subject of this 


and died in Frankfort in 1846, at the resi- 
dence of her son-in-law, Ex-Governor 
LETCHER. 

GEORGE RoBERTSON, the youngest son of 
these parents; was born in Mercer county, 
Kentucky, November 18, 1790, and com- 
pleted his education in Transylvania Uni- 
versify in 1806, afterwards reviewing his 
studies under the supervision of Rev. 
SAMUEL BINLEY, who conducted a classi- 
cal school at Lancaster. He read law in 
the office of his brother-in-law, SAMUEL 
MeKkk, then a prominent member of 
Congress, and in September, 1809, was 
granted license to practice by Judges 
BoyLe and WALLACE, of the Court of Ap- 
peals. In November, of the same year, 


being then but nineteen years of age, he 
married ELEANOR BAINBRIDGE, daughter 
of Dr. BAINBRIDGE, of Lancaster, and, 
though they commenced the world poor, 
in less than two years he had attained a 
fine practice. 

In the year 1816, then in his twenty-sixth 
year, he was elected a Representative in 
Congress against strong opposition, where 
he served the State with marked promise 
and ability until the expiration of his term 
in 1819, when he was re-elected without 
opposition, and again in 1821, though he 
resigned the last term without taking his 
seat, to resume his practice at the bar and 
recuperate his pecuniary fortunes. 

While @ member of Congress, though 
the youngest man on the floor, he served 
as chairman of the Land Committee, and 
as a member of the Internal Baprovement 
and Judiciary Committees. He was the 
author of. the bill to establish a territorial 


present system of selling public lands in 
lieu of the old system and two dollars 
minimum. 

After retiring from Congress he was 
tendered by Gov. Aparr, successively, tlie 
appointments of Attorney General of Ken- 
tucky and Judge of the Fayette Circuit 
Court, which he declined—about the same 
time refusing to accept a law professorship 
in Transylvania tendered him by the au- 
thorities thereof, his purpose being fixed to 
resume his practice and pursue it rigor 
ously till a competence was secured. 

In 1523, the relief questions being 
strongly agitated throughout the State, the 
citizens of Garrard county elected him 
against his own inclinations and forced 
him to accept the place of Representative 
in the State Legislature, where he remained

This, collection contains essays and 
speeches, written and spoken in and out 
of Congress, from the year 1817 till the 
date of @@blication—among others his 
speech on the trial of Dr. ABNER BAKER, 
where the question of insanity is ably dis- 
cussed; his speech in Congress against in- 
‘erdicting slavery in Arkansas; 
the powers of Congress and the resolutions 


of #8; his speech on the bill for reorganiz- 


ing the Court of Appeals; and on other 
important questions, all of which are dis- 
tinguished for depth of thought, force of 
argument, and a thorongh knowledge of 
the laws and constitutions of the nation 
and of the States. 

He has, perhaps, during a long and use- 
ful life, been oftener tendered office than 
any man of his time. President Mox ROE 
offered him the Governorship of Arkansas, 
and afterward, in 1824, the mission to Co- 
lombia, in the place of R. C. ANpDERson, 
who had expressed adesire to resign in the 
event Mr. RonRRTSso would consent to 
in 1828, President

tücky Judge with warm and eulogisfic ap- 
probation. We understand, some of his 
decisions have been translated and passed 
through Several editions in Germany, 
where they are considered high authority 
as sound jurisprudence. To his herculean 
labors on the bench and his great judicial 
abilities theofficial reports of the decisions 
during his long term of office are the best 
and fullest testimonials. 

He was Professor of Law in Transyl- 
vania University for twenty-three years, 
and his lectures during that long period 
would form a most valuable collection for 
the library of the lawyer. During his pro- 
fessorship many young men 
who have since attained to enviable places 
as lawyers. Louisville is well represented 
by the former pupils of Judge RoBERTSON 
—the Hen. BLanp BALLanb, Gen. JoHN 
M. HarvaneJ. Watt Barr, Esq., Judge 
R. W. Woorry, W. R. Tompson, and 
perhaps others, having ‘received their pro- 
fessional education under the instruction 
of the great lawyer. 

In August, 1862, Arvin Dv, the 
regular Democratic candidate for Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, against the Republic- 
an, or Union, nominee in the Second dis- 
trict—M. M. Benton, of Covington—be- 
ing threatened with arrest by the Federal, 
authorities, quit the canvass and fled to 
Canada; Judge RoBERTSON was thereupon 
strongly importuned, and consented, to 
become a candidate, beating his competit- 
or, Benton, by a handsome majority, and 
in the following autumn entered again up- 
on the discharge of his official duties as 
Chief Justice, a position he has held until 
yesterday, when, drawing near the close of 
his long and famous career, he resigned 
it, to pass his few remaining days in the 
peace and quiet of private life. 
When, at length, crowned with 
the honors which spring from 
a long ahd useful career, his final 
resignation shall be accepted by his Maker 
amid the sincere regrets of a people who 
have wisely honored him, and whom he 
has honored, it will be written of him that 
the last years of his life were his best; that 
age, which for most men brings decrepti- 
tude and imbecility of mind, seemed rather, 
as his body grew weak and feeble, to ma- 
ture and to strengthen his great intellect. 

The monument his own genius erected 
during the last decade of his useful labors 
will endure so long as the glerious science 
of jurisprudence is held in esteem among 
men. Hus learned and elaborate opinion, 
delivered in the case of GRISWOLD vs. 
HEprsurRN, and affirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court, is said by able and 
impartial lawyers to be far superior to that 
of Judge Cuasg, in the same suft. The 
main question in this case involved the 
constitutionality of the legal-tender act; 
and Kentucky is the only State in the 
Union which furnished a judge able to 
grapple with it in all its details, and who 
had the candor to pronounce against its 
constitutionality. Judge RoBERTSON was 
a really great constitutional lawyer—per- 
haps his superior has no place in the an- 
nals of our history. In politics an old- 
line Whig, and afterwards a conservative 
Republican, his opinions were at variance 
with those of a majority of the Southern 
people. He was a latitudinarian in his 
construction of the powers of the Federal 
Government, and was opposed, on princi- 
ple, to what was known as the State’s 
Rights party. Hedelighted to discuss the 
relative powers, rights and obligations of 
the State and Federal governments, and 
believed in the doctrine of internal im- 
provements by the General Government, 
and maintained -it with signal ability on 
different occasions. 

At the breaking out of the late civil war, 
Judge RoBERTsON was firm in his support 
of the national integrity as against the 
right of secession, and adhered to the Gen- 
eral Government until its anti-slavery pol- 
icy was fairly inaugurated, when he, like 
thousands of other Kentuckians, yielded 
rather a nominal than an unconditional al 
legiance to the coercion party. 

From the illustrious words of half a cen- 
turyin which Judge RosbERTson has im 
pressed his genius on the jurisprudence of 
our State and country, it is difficult to se 
lect one, or even a dozen of his opinions 
in different cases as examples of his learn- 
ing and wisdom.

A case of more than ordinary interest 
will shortly come before the Chancery 
Court of Campbell county, at Newport. 
The Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington 
Railroad Company have filed a petition in 
said court asking that steps be taken to 
adjudge the condemnation of seventy- 
three acres of very valuable land located 
two or three miles south of Newport. The 
company allege in their petition that they 
transport large numbers of hogs, sheep and 
other live stock, and that for the necessary 
stock accommodations, as well as for a 

**‘switch-yard,” coal-house, etc., a large 
quantity of land is absolutely required, and 
under their charter they ask for the con- 
demnation of the land. 

The land in question is owned by Colo- 
nel JAMES TAYLOR, a very wealthy citizen 
of Newport, who has filed an answer to 
the petition. He demurs generally and 
specifically. He avers that the railroad 
company have already had comdemned 
and are now in actual possession of land 
enough for all legitimate purposes, and 
that running a stock-yard is altogether out 
of their line of business. But the Colonel 
makes a still graver objection. He says 
this land, situated on Lie kine river, is val- 
uable for atown site, and that he has al- 
ready had it laid out for this purpose, with 
blocks, streets, alleys,etc. He further dis- 
tinctly charges that the Louisville, Cincin- 
nati and Lexington Railroad Company are 
not the real parties to the action, Dut that 
it is instigated by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, a foreigm corporation; 
and, moreover, that the whole thing is a 
scheme for speculative purposes.

The Ceremonies at the Cap- 
ital of Kentucky 
Yesterday. 


Inaugural Address of Governor 
Preston H. Leslie. 


Resignation of Judge Robert- 
son as Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeals. 


AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 


Yesterday was a gala day for Frankfort. The 
dya of inauguration is always soch. People 
came in from all directions—on horseback, in 
carriages, wagons and the like, and by 10 o'clock 
in the morning the capital was crowded. The 
train from Louisville brought several hundred 


tion of the State. A special car attached to the 
Louisville train contained the Camp Rifles (form- 
erly the Helm Guards) about forty strong. They 
had drums and fife, and made a gallant display 
as they paraded the streets. 

THE PROCESSION. 

A thundering cannon, stationed upon the high 
hill overlooking the city from the east, gave the 
signals by which the ceremonies were conducted, 
and at 10 o'clock its thunder shook every pane of 
glass in the city, and immediately Col. J. Stod- 
dard Johnston, chief marshal, with his assist- 
ants, commenced forming the procession in 
front of the capitol.

One gentleman, almost as old and feeble as 
the Judge, told him that they had lived their 
day, and it didn’t matter now when they died. 

The Judge said yes, that was so, but he ex- 
pected to live a good, long while yet, in spite of 
them. He is unable to walk, and can only sit 
partly erect in a portable chair. 

THE END.

DUALIN. 


Trial of this Powerful Explosive 
Agent on the Canal Yesterday—Its 
Marvelous Effect and Successtul Op- 
eration. 

Thebids for the contract of clearing the en- 
trance of the canal not having met with the ap- 
proval of General Weitzel, the ted States En- 
gineer in charge of the canal improvements, that 
Officer has taken this part of the work into his 
own bands. That this is exceedingly commend- 
able on his part, may be recognized when it is 
stated that a considerable sum is 
saved to the Government by this action, 
and without any personal advantage to the su- 
perintendent. The entrance tothe canal, at the 
mouth of Fifth street, is the most important 
part of the work, as heretofore a yearly loss of 
at least $150,000 has been occasioned to the 
passing boats by the ledge of rocks at this point. 
Some experiments have been recently made with 
a very powerful explosive agent, which promises 
to fadilitate the work very gieatly, if adopted, 
which it already has been, toa certain extent, 
and doubtless will be throughout, from the very 
force of its superiority, especially for submarine 
blasting. The agent is called Dualin, and was 
introduced to the notice of General Weitzel by 
the agents of the Laflin & Rand Powder Com- 
pany, in New York, which company, it may be 
said incidentally, has twelve milis in operation, 
situated in Maryland, New York, Pennsylvania 
and Wisconsin, and last year was said to have 
sold half of all the powder made in America. 

Dualin bas been adopted in Boston for the use 
of blasting in the harbor, and has been the means 
of the extraordinary and rapid Work of tun- 
neling the Hoosac tunnel in Massachusetts. 
Dualin is prepared from nitro benzole, and has 
a peculjar hard and dry appearance, as if made 
of brown paper. Shavings, generally of poplar. 
are impregnated with the nitro benzole, and this 

impound is the simple but powerful agent. It 
is fully as powerful as nitro glycerine, but not as 
dangerous, as it may be handled wjthout fear, 
and when ignited in open air will burn as paper; 
but it will explode violently on percussion. It is 
fourteen times more powerful than ordinary 

Liasting powder, and altogether is forty per 

cent. cheaper. Its pressfire is downward, while 

that of powder is upward, se that 
it always blows ont the rock for 

a certain space below the drill. It can be used 

in a much smaller drill than powder could be ef- 

fectively done. It was tried on Saturday last 
at the tunnel near New Albany on the St. Louis 

Air-line, and accomplished in a few minutes the 

work of hours by the ordinary process. 

The trial yesterday at the foot of Sixth street 
was eminently successful, six cubic yards being 
cleared in a brief time. The Dualin is placed in 
a cartridge form in the drill under the water, 
and without filling, accomplishes its work. The 
ordinary process is tedious. The six drills were 
exploded by means of an electric battery, which 
is the patent of Mr. Jno. Smith,of New York This 
is an electric machine, which has the merit of 
being always in order for its work; perfectly air- 
tight, it is not affected by the change of weather 
as the ordinary ones are, to the great inconve 
nience of parties engaged in blasting. The in- 
stantaneous explosion of the six charges pro- 
duced a wonderful effect, throwing some small 
rocks as far as the foot of Sixth street. General 
Weitzel has ordered twenty-five hundred pounds 
of the material for immediate use, and will prob- 
ably adopt it altogether. Next week a new drill- 
ing machine will arrive, which can perform the 
marvelous work of boring three inches per min- 
ute in the hardest rock. It makes three hundred 
blows per minute, with the weight of eleven hun- 
dred pounds to each blow. 

Mr. Emanuel, of New York, accompanied Mr, 
Smith to superintend the experiments at this 
peint, which have been so satisfactory. They 
have left the agenc 5 Dualin in the hands of 
Joseph Griffith & Son, of Main street. 


Longfellow against Enquirer. 

The race arranged between the two celebrated 
horses, Longfellow and Enquirer, for the last 
day of the races at Lexington,a week from 
next Saturday, is exciting the great interest ex- 
pected from the meeting of these two kings of 
the turf. The Lexington Press, having abundant 
facilities for information, says that it has now 
been fully ascertained that Longfellow was ter- 
ribly out of condition at the time of his race 
with Helmbold, but since his return home his 
improvement has been steady. The lameness 
reported after the race has entirely disappeared, 
and his limbs are perfectly sound. Mr. Harper 
is taking unusual precautions against his 
horse being indulged in training, the probable 
cause of his defeat at Saratoga. Enquirer, the 
horse that has never suffered defeat, though 
complaining of a leg’ in the spring, is now 
taking his work kindly, and the Press believes 
will do his duty manfully in the coming contest.

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Uns. KEIGWIN UNDONE. 


She Fails to Make Out aCase Before 
the Von Vleck Committee. 


After a Series ot Failures She Gives 
2 up in Despair. $ 


A COMPLETE EXPOSE. 


li Dr. Von Vleck has accomplished nothing 
else in his line as a “detective medium,” it can 
be said to his credit that he has been instru- 
niental in bringing about a test of the pretended 
popers and manifestations of a noted medium, 
who hre been operating to the distraction of 
cur good citizens on the subject of spiritual- 
ism. 

As stated in yesterday's issue, after the close 
of Dr. Von Vieck’s lecture on Monday night, 
iilustrating and exposing the pretended mani- 
festations of spirit mediums, Mr. Keigwin, of 
Jeffersonville, by permission, made a speech, in 
which he said his wife would hold a slate be- 
neath a table with both hands exposed to view, 
and prcduce writing on the slate from the 
spirit Jand, which, he said, he supposed 
was made by particles of matter 
flowing from the medium, uniting with the at- 
mosphere, and concentrating on the slate—and 
that he woula give Dr. Von Vieck $100 if he would 
do the same thing. The Doctor remarked that 
he was not as rich as Mr. Keigwin, but would 
give him $25 if Mrs. Keigwin would perform the 
feat mentioned by him anywhete, and if she 
would produce the manifestation before one of 
his audiences he would give her the receipts of 
the evening. 

This Mr.“ Keigwin declined, but said he was 
willing the matter should be decided by a com- 
mittee of citizens. At first he said he did not 
care who they were, but afterwards claimed 
that in a committee of five persons there should 
be at least two spiritualists. It was then agreed 
between Dr. Von Vieckand Mr Keigwin that 
they should meet at Captain T. W. Gibson's 
office yesterday morning for the purpose of 
making the arrangements for the test. 

The parties met pursuant to agreement, Keig- 
win sek ected Captain d bson and Mr. J. Sues as 
his part of the committee. Dr. Vor Vieck se- 
lected George P. Doeyp ef the Anz-ezer, and Dr. 
Darius Wilson, of the Novelty Cure Works, and 
the four gentlemen mentioned selected Mr. T. C. 
Tracie, of the Commercial. 

Aiter the committee met it was arranged by 
them that during the test with Mra. Keigwin no 
one should be present but the committee, 
whereupon Dr, Von Vieck claimed that his prop- 
osition was that he should be present during the 
seance, and that he could not be responsible for 
the action of the committee unless he could see 
the manifestations himself. This was not deem- 
ed necessary by the committee,and it was 
agreed that the Doctor and every one else, except 
the committee and the medium, should be ex- 
cluded from the room where the seance was to 
be held, 

At4o'’clock yesterday afternoon the commit- 
tee (with the exception of Mr. Sues) and report- 
ers from the various papers in the city met at 
the house of Mr, Keigwin, in Jeffersonville. In 
place of Mr. Sues, a Mr. Peters, a friend of the 
Keigwin family, was selected as a committee- 
man. Whé6h the committee retired to the seance 
room, the reporters followed, but were for the 
third time told that none would be allowed with- 
in the sacred precincts except the committee. 
Of this fact the reporters then made an item, 
and retired to the parior, where they remained 
during the time of the first test with Dr. Von 
Vieck, who held an amusing seance on his own 


book. 
THE FIRST TEST. 


A smail work table, withthe drawer out, was 
placed in the center of the room. A large col- 
ored shawl was thrown over it, and Mrs. Keig- 
win took her seat with ber right side to the front 
ofthe opening made.for the table drawer. Dr. 
Wilson sat before Mrs. Keigwin, so that his line 
of vision would detect any movement betwoen 
ber and the table. Mr. Tracie sat to the left 
and in the rear of the lady, so that he might 
see the side of the table where the slate 
which she used might possibly be brought 
to sight. With these precautions, Dr. Wilson 
produced a half-dozen or more small pieces of 
paper, which were carefully rolled up into wads. 
On each of these pieces of paper a name, well 
known but not in common use, was written. Se- 
lecting three of these wads, they were placed 
upon a slate, which also had a small piece of 

Slate pencil on it, and gave it to Mrs. Keigwin. 

Now Mrs. Keigwin, or her husband for her, had 
vudertaken to have the names on these ballots 
written upon the slate by spirit hands. The 
slate being grasped by the corner with the right 
hand, just as the same had been described by 
Dr. Von Vleck, was thrust under the shaw! and 
beneath the table. That she might not see the 
slate, Dr. Wilson placed a towel on Mrs. Keig- 
win's arm, extending from ber shoulder to the 
table. . 

Notwithstanding it was agreed that none but 
the committee should be present, and Von Vieck 
and the reporters were excluded from the room, 
yet Keigwin was present all the time pretending 
to be talking to the spirits 

FAILURE NO. 1. 

After holding the slate under the table for 
a time, a rapping commenced on the slate, which 
was recognized at once by Mr. Keigwin as a call 

the spirits. A majority of the committee 
were profane enough to be perfectly satisfied 
that Mrs. Keigwin made the rapping with the 
slate pencil, but whether it was the spirits or 
not, it informed the committee that 
the names on the ~ ballots could not 
be reproduced. That the names must 
be written on the slate, Two of the ballots were 
taken off the slate, and again she tried to in- 
voke the power, but it wouldn't come. Again it 
was a failure, and again the slate pencil rapping 
directed that the names should be written on 


the Mute. 
FAILURE No, 2. 


The committee then retired, wrote the word 
“compromise” on the slate, and returning, 
handed it to Mrs. Keigwin, and the game precau- 
tions were taken to prevent any fraud, as before. 
After holding the alate for a short time she wrote 
on it, just as Von Vieck does (ina scrawling hand, 
however), Mr. Tracie.” Tracie had written the 
word “compromise,” and Mrs. Keigwin had seen 
him write. She thought he had written his own 
name, but he hadn't done any such thing. This 
was failure No. 2. At this critidaljuncture Mr. 
Sues arrived and took his place on the com- 
mittee. 

Here the @pirits, by the slate-pencil rapping, 
said that Dr. Wilson was a medium and absorbed 
A large portion of the spiritual influence present 
in the room, and was for that reason “repul- 
sive.“ Whereupon the Dr. was put out. Mr. 
Henry Underwood was substituted in his place. 

FAILURE No. 3.
